committee on foreign relations agreed 
to report the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
amending the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, 


with an amendment granting authority 
for defense of the canal by this coun- 
try when constructed. 


The amendment is brief and simply 


provides for restrictions in the treaty 
that it shall not operate to prevent the 
United states using their own forces 
for the defense and interests of the 
United States 
and 
maintenance 
of 


order. 


The foreign relations committee are 


practically unanimous in favor of the 
amendment to the treaty. 
Some ob- 


jections was made by Senator Morgan 
of Alabama, but he will not oppose the 
measure in the seriate, accepting the 
change in order to hasten iction. 
Quite an elaborate report has been pre- 
pared by Mr. Morgan which will be 
submitted to the senate in executive 
session when the treaty is reported. 


He is of the opinion, as well as the 


members of tho committee, that 
the 


senate will, with little delay, 
ratify 


the treaty.

A dispatch 'from Osfontein, dated 


March f, says: Lor* Eoberts' move- 
ment today again thoroughly surprised, 
outwitted and outmaneuvered the Boers, 
who fled-almost without firing a shot. 
The plan of battle was as follows: Gen- 
eral Colvile's division extended along the 
north bank; General Tucker held the 
center reserve, and the guards brigade 
had 
the 
center advanced. General 


Kelly-Kenny's division was ordered to 
make a huge flanking mc-vement on the 
Boers left, following General French, 
who was instructed to move southeast 
until opposite the Boer flank, and then 
to swing around the rear. 


Every movement was admirably ex- 


ecuted and 
entirely successful. 
The 


Boers w'as surprised, as was evident 
from the state of the deserted camps. 
Twice the British cavalry were almost 
in a position to charge; but they admit 
that they were foiled by the maneuvering 
of the Boers. 


When last seen, General French wa» 


pursuing the enemy vigorously. He was 
between them and Bloemfontein, about 
11 miles from the rigrht wing. 


General Colvile merely demcmstrated 


against a high mountain oceupjfcd by the 
Transvaal troops, who are no>w fleeing 
in consequence of the flight of the Free 
Staters south of the river. 


It is impossible at present to give the 


Boer numbers; but it is estimated that 
they reach 14,000, all of whom are now in 
flight. 


In the course of the. operations the 


Ninth lancers attempted to get close to 
the Boers' right, <vith 
the object of 


charging; but the Boers came out in 
great force and the lancers were com- 
pelled to retire. A battery was then sent 
forward to hold the enemy in check while 
the Grahamstown volunteers and a com- 
pany of mounted infantry, supported by 
another battery, engaged the Boers on 
their right flank. 


The Boers fired shell, falling short, 


however; and they made a stubborn de- 
fense on the kopje on our right, enfilad- 
ing the battery and killing IS of the bat- 
tery horses. The mounted 
Infantiy 


gradually repelled the Boers; and the 
battery then took a position and ex- 
pelled them from their laager in con- 
fusion. 


The Boers held a strong position on 


the north bank of !/>"> river; but 
the 


flight from the southern bank compelled 
them to retreat. They showed great 
adroitness in getting away the wagons 
and displayed a bold front while the rest 
of the force was busy inspanning. Gen- 
eral French's division consisted of three 
brigades of cavalry, two of mounted In- 
fantry and seven horse batteries.

boxes were made in large quantities at 
Lynn, Mass., at a cost of o cents gash, 
and the great 'work of phylanthropy' in 
which Parker was engaged therefore 
brought him a handsome profit on each 
box sold, as it is estimated that during 
the few weeks in which the scheme was 
in operation he disposed of £000 or 3000 
boxes daily."

stration has never been equalled in the 
annals of any other nation. Not even 
the queen herself has ever known a 
demonstration of love and loyalty so 
deep, so immediate, so poignant, so in- 
expressible in solicitude and tenderness, 
BO touching and so thrilling. The bonds 
between the empire and the queen today 
are those of loving-, breathing, chivalrous 
devotion. 


In many ways these demonstrations 


outdid those of the diamond jubilee, al- 
though there were only a. dozen life 
gnards, followed by a little old lady 
in the plainest black costume, who had 
come for a few days' stay at Bucking- 
ham palace, as she hs*S3one many times 
before. 


Yet her hold v.fz-.i the hearts of her 


people was probably never more strik- 
ingly manifested. The depth of feeling 
which these demonstrations represented 
could only be gauged by those who min- 
gled with the crowd. 
Mothers in deep

thoughtfulness for the- soldiers had 
touched their hearts.

oold vigils were rendered futile by tears 
that dimmed the eyes and blurred the 
vision a^ the royal carriage passed. 


Thousands braved the raw east wind 


and stood for hours wa/ltin? patiently, 
who have often seen the queen, and who, 
in 
ordinary 
circumstances, 
would 


scarcely budge to w»~eh her pass. Tn 
short ft was not so rreach a desire to see 
the monarch, as it was an overwhelm- 
ing need of an outlet for jubilation over 
the war, and a natural inclination to let 
the queen see .and share the gladness of 
her people, that prompted London spon- 
taneously to make the day one of the 
most memorable celebrations of Vic- 
toria's redgn. 


The semi-official duties undertaken by 


the queen during the day would have 
tried the resources of many a woman far 
under SI years of age. Starting early 
from Windsor-by train she reached the 
metropolis shortly after noon. Until 
she reached Buckingham palace there 
was "never a moment of .quiet. Cheers 
spread along her route. Previous to her 
arrival Lord Roberts, General Buller and 
other heroes of the war had monopolized 
the lung power of the waiting crowds: 
and such crowds were never seen in Lon- 
don even on jubilee day. Whenever a 
soldier or a sailor appeared he was al- 
most mobbed. 


The scene in the quadrangle of the 


palace, after the queen's arrival, when 
lords and commoners joined in singing 
the national anthem, was unprecedented 
and will probably never be repeated dur- 
ing the present reign. Viscount Cross 
and Mr. Chamberlain acted as spokes- 
men and graciously greeted the royal 
visitor; but it was to Lady Buller that 
the queen quickly turned with a grate- 
ful smile. Then in the presence of the 
legislators of the United Kingdom, 
drawing the wife of the reliever of Lady- 
smith closer to her, she whispered words 
of thanks. 


After scarcely three hours of rest her 


majesty made a tour of the city proper, 
amid the greatest enthusiasm. It is im- 
possible to estimate the extent of the 
crowds through which she passed before 
returning to Buckingham palace, but the 
numbers were well up in the hundreds 
of thousands. 


The crowd outside Buckingham palace 


had increased shortly before midnight to 
300.POO people, all singing patriotic songs. 
Finally the Prince of Wales and Duke nf 
York came upon the balcony and vocif- 
erous cheering followed. A few min- 
utes later they disappeared; and then 
the queen herselt, accompanied by sev- 
eral ladies, madcherappearar.ee. This 
was the signal for the national anthem— 
a perfect roar of song—and for never to 
be forgotten cheers. Then the blinds of 
the palace were drawn, but thousands 
remained to ?ing and cheer. 


It is now said that her majesty will 


extend the visit to Ireland to three 
weeks, and will take the opportunity of 
her presence there to announce her con- 
sent to the formation of a regiment of 
Irish guards. 
It is also expected that 


she will hold a drawing room at Dublin 
castle, or, at least, open it in person. 
This would be the most magnificent and 
brilliant state ceremonial ever held in 
Ireland's metropolis. 


MISSOURI APPLES FOR PARIS. 


Seventy Barrels 'Will Be Exhibited 


at the IDxponltlon. 


The other morning a shipment con- 


taining 70 barrels of the finest apples 
that could be selected from Missouri 
orcbards last fall waa sent to New 
York from Kansas City by the mem- 
bers of the Missouri State Horticul- 
tural society. 


The apples, placed In refrigerator 


compartments on board the steamer 
St. Paul, will be sent to Havre, and 
upon reaching the French port they 
will be placed in cold storage, to re- 
main until needed at the Paris expo- 
sition. It is the Intention of the so- 
ciety to have Missouri apples on daily 
exhibition from the opening of the 
fair. May 1, till Its close, Nov. 1. 


The apples have been held all winter 


In cold storage in Kansas City. In re- 
packing the fruit only three bushels 
out of the 70 barrels were found to 
be unfit for shipping. 
L. A. Good- 


man of Kansas City, secretary of the 
Missouri State Horticultural society, 
who has had charge of the collection, 
storing and shipping of the fruit says 
that the apples were gathered from 
orchards in SO counties of the state, 
but largely from "the big red apple dis- 
trict" of southern Missouri. 
• 


"It is the aim of the society," he 


says, "to exhibit only the commercial 
varieties—that is, those kinds which 
would be most sought after in foreign 
countries. The bulk contained in the 
70 barrels consists principally of Ben 
Davis, Gano, Winesaps, York Pippin, 
Clayton, 
Ingram, 
Willow 
Twig, 


Huntsman Favorite and 
Mammoth 


Black Twig. In addition, for the pur- 
pose of display, the shipment includes 
five barrels containing 20 other va- 
rieties." 


The apples were all contributed by 


different members of the society. Last 
autumn, when apple packing was at 
its height, owners of orchards selected 
from one to five barrels of their choic- 
est ' apples and gave them to the so- 
ciety for the purpose of aiding in ad- 
vertising Missouri fruit. 
The mem- 


bers of the society are naturally well 
pleased over the prospects of the Mis- 
souri display of apples. It will be the 
largest of any state in the Union with 
the possible exception of New York, 
and, 
as the secretary says, it will be 


the finest exhibit in the world without 
exception. 


BIBLE FOR USE IN MOROCCO. 


Missionary to Africa. Bfow Making 


Translation Into the Vernacular. 
Arrangements have been nearly per- 


fected for the publication in Kansas 
City of an edition of the Bible in the 
vernacular of the common people of 
Morocco. The vernacular is a dialect 
or a corruption of the Arabic. It dif- 
fers, however, from pure Arabic al- 
most as widely as English from Anglo- 
Saxon, or, perhaps better, as Yiddish 
from Hebrew. 


The translators have expert penmen 


at work making true copies of their 
work on cardboard in india ink. Each 
of these cards will represent a page 
in the new book; tlK-n sheet by sheet 
will be transferred by photo engrav- 
ing to plates of zinc, says the Chicago 
Tribune.

NOVEL SWEET PEA FARM. 


Miss Echo Sixatnong Is Raising 4O.OOO 


Plants Near Minneapolis. 


Miss Echo Simmons has an innova- 


tion in the way of a sweet pea farm 
which she conducts on a large scale at 
her home in Minneapolis. The raising ' 
of sweet peas for cutting she has car- 
ried on for several years, and this year 
she proposes to enlarge her plan by 
planting gardens for others. 


In order to do this most successfully 


and to give them something superior to 
what they have been accustomed to 
raise themselves she is raising 40,000 
plants, which sbe will transplant to 
the gardens of her customers and to 
her own farm as early in April as the 
weather will permit, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

One of the curiosities of life among 


the Moros is the little blacksmith shop 
that forms an important adjunct to ev- 
ery town of importance, writes the 
Jolo (Mindanao, Philippine 
Islands) 


correspondent of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. The shop is usually one large 
room, in one corner of which is the 
forge. 


The forge is made on the ground, 


and in it blazes a fire made of bam- 
boo charcoal. 
In order to keep the 


fire hot the smith makes use of a 
most novel pair of bellows. Two large, 
upright sections of bamboo are equip- 
ped with plungers like' those of a 
pump, and a native, sitting,at the top 
of the tubes, alternately works the 
plungers up and down, producing ex- 
actly the same blow effect as the ordi- 
nary bellows of an American shop. 


The anvils are arranged on the dirt 


floor near the forge. 
They are three 


pieces of iron, resembling immense 
railroad spikes. In front of these sit 
the 
blacksmiths. 
The workers as- 


sume that peculiar position so common 
among orientals at all times, and they 
hammer away with their little hara- 
mcrs for dear life. 
They wear no 


clothes, gave the breech clout, and, un- 
like the village blacksmith, seem to 
take their task with great seriousness. 


One thinks of the "Armorer's Song" 


from "Robin Hood" as he watches the 
progress of transferring an old rnttail 
file into a keen edged dirk, for it is the 
work of making arms that gives prin- 
cipal employment to'the smith. Prom 
all sorts of old steel ho fashions the 
deadly bolo, the universal weapon of 
Hie country. With infinite patience he 
hammers away until the rusty old 
metal has been called into life and a 
shiny, wicked blade has succeeded it. 


So skilled arc the blacksmiths in this 


work that many of their weapons pre- 
sent designs that would do credit to 
makers who had the very best equip- 
ped shops. It was surprising, for in- 
stance, to learn that the peculiar, 
snaky shape of the finer blades was 
made by beating the edge of the hot 
motnl with the round handle of nn old 
Remington rod bayonet.

person is likely to be just as skeptical 
regarding the value of Dr. Gladden/3 
entry into Columbus politics. Tet the 
personal friends of both men, knowing 
their motives, have the right, if they 
choose to exercise it, to uphold both in 
the work they are undertaking. But 
while this Is conceded it is not neces- 
sary to overlook that which is implied 
in the descent of these clergymen, and 
others from the pulpit into the lower 
worlds. Dr. Gladden in a published in- 
terview says he has nothing but the 
public to serve. That is what Rev. Mr. 
Sheldon says and that is what they all 
say. Dr. Gladden says he has given 
much thought to important matters 
and believes he can be of service to the 
people. That is what Rev. Mr. Shel- 
don says and what they all say. Dr. 
Gladden says the people know the prin- 
ciples which will guide his action, that 
he will make no canvass, pay no as- 
sessments and ask for no votes. That 
i= just what Mr. Sheldon would say 
were he running for office 
and it is 


what they all say. Now see the im- 
plication! It is plain enough to be 
seen without pointing out, and it is 
not too much to say that it is an in- 
sult to till men engaged in the pursuits 
or public business to which these 
clergymen request admittance. The 
arrogation of such 
self-righteousness 


and self-competence, and the assuming 
of the supreme take-me-or-leave-me 
attitude, implies sweeping condemna- 
tion of all other men and gives us to 
understand that the man who comes 
into a life work by way of •& theologi- 
cal seminary is not a person of common 
clay. We take this to be a species of 
crankiness developed from companion- 
Ship with many books and few men, 
and it pleases us to note that it is a 
thing taken very good naturedly by 
those against whom it inveighs. But 
we would respectfully submit that 
there are editors in Kansas just as high 
minded, honest and competent as Rev. 
Mr. Sheldon and that there are men in 
the municipal governments of Ohio 
just as high-minded, honest and com- 
petent as Rev. Dr. Washington Glad- 


den, 
not even counting Jones of Toledo. 


And when we say this we do not mean 
to say that Dr. Gladden is not compe- 
tent to be a. councilman, nor that Mr. 
Sheldon has not the making of an edi- 
tor in him. However, we venture to 
state that both of these gentlemen, if 
they assume their duties wisely and 
earnestlv and do not jump to the posl- 
»tion of the far-away critic, will find 


many stubborn obstacles in the way of 
giving study dreams or theories sudden 
material form,-obstacles against which 
there are many conscientious and capa- 
ble men opposing themselves with all 
their might" 


There is no reasonable argument 


against a man from any walk of life 
entering politics or doing the work 
which any man may do. The argu- 
ment is wholly against the need, wis- 
dom and spirit of the departure. 
The 


intelligent public, we are influenced to 
believe, do not welcome the surrender- 
ing or the partial surrendering of the 
pulpit responsibilities for a share in the 
other responsibilities of men no matter 
what may be the motive that decides it. 
They regard it, we think, as equivalent 
to a confession that the pulpit is not 
bearing its; proper fruit and as a for- 
saking of the fundamentals to make 
something of a showing in compara- 
tively superficial things. There is no 
escaping the conclusion that if the 
occupants of the pulpit find it neces- 
sary to rush as a saving element into 
company with men in the material af- 
fairs these occupants have occupied the 
pulpit to little purpose or that we are 
a rebellious people among whom there 
are hardly fifty righteous. To our mind 
there are men in two fields of labor 
who should never enter other fields— 
Uie ministers of the gospel and 
the 


editors of newspapers. This applies to 
the ministers most particularly. The 
church and the ncwspape. arc institu- 
tions which are all-inclusive, and the 
dividing of the 
energies or loyalty 


means a sacrifice of the whole to a 
part. By such division that 
perfect 


singleness of purpose and that perfect 
independence is greatly impaired if 
•not wholly destroyed. The penalty is 
greater for the minister than for the 
newspaper man, for the reason that 
there is nothing greater than the 
church and to divide time or interest 
with it and any other thing is a sacri- 
fice of opportunity for usefulness that 
few men should bo willing to make. Out 
in Rev. -Vlr. Sheldon's : tate a young 
man gained national fame not very 
long ago by writing a newspaper ar- 
ticle on "What ails Kansas?" It soems 
about time now for some one to gain 
wider 
fame by writing a newspaper 


article on "What ails ' the church?" 
Governors of states are proclaiming 
days for religious observance because 
of an alleged decline of the religious 
vpirit; councils of bishops, church coun- 


< ils and presidents of colleges are bo- 
moaning and explaining a marked fall- 
ing off in church attendance, and in 
the current, number of the Outlook 
there IH an appeal, in almost pitiful 
tone, for personal support of tho church. 
Still in face of all this 
thero Is 
a 


scramble of ministers for reporter's 
poKltioriM iii. public rvenia, for editorial 
chairs, for the glories of the war cor- 
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respondent, for seats In. city councils, 
state legislatures, halls of congress and 
many places of less dignity and social 
value. And It Is In face of this that a 
man like Dr. Gladden, seta the seal of 
approval by his own action on the leap 
from the pulpit to politics. Where 
should a Gladden be under the circum- 
stances? Rallying the hosts of the 
church, deepening their spirituality, il- 
lustrating the surpassing beauty and 
dignity of the labor of their choice to 
the end that the church may speedily 
become a power so great and so con- 
trolling that there need be no more 
special envoys coming from the church 
as from a far off land to put the ques- 
tion "What would Jesus do?" 


Demonstrate Jesus in the church to 


the full and the city councils, news- 
papers and all the other things will 
take care of themselves. 


Compromising hfs position as a great 


teacher is the on« thing Jesus would 
not do. 


We want that proof.

New Insurance Rates May Come Soon, 


But Higher Than Were Promised 
1 


Some time ago It became rumored 


that the new schedule of insurance 
rates, promised by the New England 
exchange some years ago and never al- 
lowed, was finally in process of pre- 
paration, and that it was likely to be 
forwarded before very long. A local 
agent therefore took pains to find out 
just how the matter stood, and re- 
ceived in reply the Information that 
the rates would probably be sent to 
local agents about April 1. They have 
been sent on to secretary 
of the 


Northern Berkshire district for minor 
corrections, and have been returned to 
headquarters in Boston, so that as soon 
as the final corrections have been made 
the schedule will be ready for use, so 
far as is now known. 


An agent who has had an opportunity 


to know something of the new schedule 
says that the new rates will average 
higher instead of lower than those at 
present in force, which Is decidedly 
opposed to the promises from the in- 
surance men at the time the chemical 
engine was put in. As has been known 
all long, the new schedule will not 
make a uniform change, but will re- 
rate each risk, and while some will be 
changed others, wiil not. It is the 
judgment of the agent quoted that 
while some rates will be lower, the 
average will be higher than at. present.

ing, 
another agent • said that 
the

liamstown Young: Man Who. is 


Now in the Regular Army. 


The foUt«rinff letter has recently 


'been received from Thouias Welch, 
Who is now a member of the 46th regu- 
lar Infantry, Company L, U. S. V. Mr. 
Welch was a very popular and well 
known youns man in this town, having 
lived here until the :>ast few years. 
Tiie letter reads as follows: "The 46th 
has been in. three fights since we have 
been here on the island. We took the 
town of Silang at 12 o'clock at nisrht, 
but wo had to right to do it. We have 
been stationed here ever since, and we 
nil sleei> in the church m a Catholic 
church at that, and you can just ima- 
S."'1 h >\\ l.n^re U is when 130U men can 
s >vr> 111 it at once. There art 12 scouts 
v .!h ,vai recinient and we have «rood 
h>~>i^t^ .'.)iJ Diddles, etc. I am one of 
t'lo'.ii, and we take messages from one 
ivi'imoiu to another, that is if the in- 
s irjrents happen to eut_ the telegraph 
\\n-es. It is not very Jan^erous, for 
v e are never sent away alone any 
distance. There are generally two or 
three of us sent at once and we have 
a much better time than the i>oor fol- 
lows who have to walk. The women 
here go about barefoot and they all 
dress in very loud colors, and some of 
them are very pretty. I think the war 
•will soon be over as we have the enemy 
surrounded and we are just starv- 
-Jng- them out. Every day there are 
some of them coming in and handlns 
over their guns and the first thing1 they 
lfi.sk for is something to eat, and all 
they can say is oho-w chow. "W& have 
some Spaniards that the Phillies cap- 
tured -when the Phillies and Spaniards 
TT«re at war, and when we take a town 
'•we just line up all the men in it and 
the Spaniards just pick out the insur- 
gents for us. and I tell you it just 
suits the Spaniards to do that. When 
we are out with some of the messages 
•we are often shot at and -we often put 
a. colored man to sleep for good. There 
are many pig's here -which, are called 
razor-back, and we often have fresh 
parts: tcx eat We have pretty good times 
here and again we have very hard 
'times. We forded a river the other 
day and I lost my blanket and knao- 
sack, and I thought I was surely going 
to get washed away, for I went down 
stream very fast. We are on a good 
healthy sari of the island and I have 
not as yet been sfck. The \veather is 
very ftot here. Thes un. is so hot that 
•w«n you slice up your bacon and leave 
it in the sun for a few minutes it will 
begin tot sizzle in the pan, and a fel- 
low's knife and fork will get so hot yon 
can hardly handle them. Do you ever 
near anythng' about the 46th and what 
do the papers say about us? I had 
a swell breakfast this mornins-, as I 
stole a chicken and had a chicken 
Btew. There was a report circulated 
here the other day that the United 
States volunteers which were in the 
Philippines were all to be sent back to 
the states before the next fall election, 
but of course do not know how true the 
report is I am sitting under a banana 
tree which has two bunches of bananas 
on it, but we dare not eat them, as it 
Is dangerous to eat fruit in this coun- 
try. 
Our resiment had a figrht a few 


days ago at Sudang, and they did ex- 
cellent work. The church where we are 
now stationed ~uas used for an arsenal 
by the insurgents. We at the same 
rime captured about two ton« of amu- 
nition. I suppose you read about our 
fight at San Mateo, when we drove the 
insurgents out of their trendies. 
I 


tell you when the old 46th sets after 
them they have to get out of the wav 
or kick the bucket. Manila is a pretty 
little city, all of the hcru=es l:eins- built 
of bamboo. Most of the families here 
are very nice people, and they always 
treat our ?oldiers with a great deal of 
•respect. There is a very large lake 
•within four miles of us and when rid- 
ing up to it you feel as though you had 
ridden into an ice house, as the air 
from it is very cold. In the middle 
of the lake is a very laree volcano. 
We expect to move in a few days and 
take another town and gradually drive 
the 
insurgents out. Our reg-iment 


drove about 1000 of them ripht into 
the hands of the Sixth artillery, and 
but a f^v. Hved to tell the storr, an 1 
then the Sixth artillery got all the 
credit" In conclusion he wished to be 
kindly remembered to his many friends 
in town.

>A GREAT RIVER. 


Marco Polo's Keport Concerning the Gi- 


gantic Yang-tse-Kianz- 


Noah Brooks quotes the following 


from the great Venetian traveler in his 
series of St. Nicholas papers, "The 
True Story of Marco Polo:" 


And I assure you this river flows So 


far and traverses so many countries and 
cities that in good sooth there pass and 
repass on its waters a great number of 
vessels and more wealth and merchan- 
dise than all the rivers and all the seas 
of Christendom put together. It seema 
indeed more like a sea than river. Mes- 
eer Marco Polo said that he once beheld 
at that city 15,00'0 vessels at one time. 
And you may judge if this city of no 
great size has such a nnm ber, how many 
must there be altogether, considering 
that on the banks of this river there are 
more than 16 provinces and more than 
200 great cities, besides towns and vil- 
lages, all possessing vessels. , 


Messer Marco Polo aforesaid tells ns 


that he heard from the officer employed 
to collect the great khan's duties on this 
river that there passed up stream 200, i 
000 vessels in the year, without counts 
ing those that passed down! Indeed, a$ 
it has a course of such great length and 
receives so many other navigable rivers, 
it is 110 wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it is of vast amount 
and value. And the article in largest 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on their banks and thence to the 
other cities in the interior. 


The vessels which ply on this river 


are decked. They have but one mast, 
but they are of great burthen, for I can 
assure yon they carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 12.000 cantars 
each. In going up stream they have to 
bo hauled, for the current is so strong 
thai, they could not make head in any 
other manner. Now the towliue, which 
is some 800 paces in length, is made of 
nothing but cano. "Tis in this way: 
They have those great canes of which I 
told you before that they are some 15 
paces in length. These they take 'and 
split from end to end into many slender 
strips, and then they twist these strips 
together so as to make a rope of any 
length they please. And the ropes so 
made are stronger than if they were 
made of hemp. •

and

The school committee and superin-

Birds Have No Difficulty Finding It In the 


Snow. 


The number of birds that go to the 


arctic regions to breed is "vast beyond 
conception.'' They go not by thousands, 
but by millions, to rear their young on 
the tundra. The cause which attracts 
them is because nowhere in the world 
does nature provide at the same time 
and in the same place "such a lavish 
prodigality of food." That the barren 
swamp of the tundra should yield a food 
supply so great "as to tempt birds to 
make journeys of thousands of miles to 
rear their young in a land of plenty, 
only to be found beyond the arctic cir- 
cle, seems incredible. The vegetation 
consists of cranberry, cloudberry and 
crowbeny bushes. Forced by the per- 
petual sunshine of the arctio aommer 
these bear enormous crops of fruit. But 
the crop is not ripe until the middle and 
end of the arctic summer, and if the 
fruit eating br ds lud to w.iit until it 
was ripe they would starve, for they 
arrive on the very day of the melting of 
the snow. But each year the snow de- 
scends on its immense crop of ripe fruit 
before the birds have time* to gather it. 
It is then preserved beneath the snow, 
perfectly fresh and pure, and the melt- 
ing of the snow discloses the bushes 
with the unconsruned last year's crop 
hanging on them or lying, ready to be 
eaten, on the ground. The frozen meal 
stretches across the breadth of Asia. It 
never decays and is accessible the mo- 
ment the snow melts. Ages have taught 
the birds that they have only to fly to 
the arctic circle to find such a store of 
"crystallized foods" as will last them 
till the bushes are once more forced into 
bearing by the perpetual sunlight. The 
same heat which frees the fruit brings 
into being the most prolific insect life 
in the world. The mosquito swarms on 
the tundra. No European can live there 
without a veil after the snow 
Its. The 


gun barrels are black with them, and 
the cloud often obscures the sight. Thus 
the insect eating birds have only to open 
their mouths to fill them with mosqui- 
toes, and the presence of swarms of ten- 
der warblers, of cliff chaffs, pipits and 
wagtails in this arctic region is ac- 
counted for.—Uew York Evangelist

It takes a good deal of "nierve" for a 


company of ordinary actors and act- 
resses to attempt to play Shakespeare 
and make a thoroughly high grade 
production of a play that has been 
given more attention probably than 
any -other in. the English language. 
The members of the Lyceum compar.-, 
who presented "Merchant of Venice" 
at the Columbia theater last evening' 
had the requisite nerve and were con- 
scientious in their work. They suc- 
ceeded in giving a very pleasing pro- 
duction, and one that merited the lib- 
eral applause it received. 
The com- 


pany worked in harmony, the actors 
all gave each other a "fair show," they 
were- well costumed and they had a 
crowded house to welcome them. 


About half the audience went to see 


the "theatrical event of the season," 
and about half went expecting to be 
"buncoed." 
Both were disappointed, 


it wasn't a bunco, and if wasn't a 
great production. It was simnly a sat- 
isfavt'jry production on a small scale 
of a. trre-xt play. 


The actors, in spite of the fact that 


they tackled the play encouragingly, 
seemed awed by their vwn enterprise 
in presenting Shakespeare. Most of 
them overdid the timt-uoaiored tradi- 
tion that to be unnatural is to be 
Shakespearean, and th->-- strutted and 
ranted with over-munificent assur- 
ance. When ore hud a' notable speech 
to make, he planted his feet firmly, 
took a depp breath and plunged. Which 
is not necessarily Shakespearean. 


But this was the only defect in what 


was otherwise a pleasing performance, 
and one well worth seeing. The Shy- 
lock, Launcelot, Antonio, Portia and 
Nerissa were of especial merit. "Wil- 
liam Colvin as Launcelot was a very 
clever comedian, and Miss Lorimer as 
Nerissa was most "fetching" in the 
casket scene, outshining- Portia herself 
In strength of acting. Edouard D'Oize 
as Shy lock gave a very faithful and 
good imitation of Henry Irving.
